REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 have been examined. Claims 2-4, 6-10 and 16-18 are allowed. Furthermore, 
the Examiner objects to claims 11, 13-15 and 19 (insofar as they depend upon claim 5) as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim but acknowledges that these claims would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claims 1, 5 and 12 are rejected under the art of record. 

Applicants place the application in condition for immediate allowance by canceling 
rejected claims 1, 5 and 12 and rewriting objected-to claims 11/5, 14/5 and 19/5 in independent 
form as new claims 20, 21 and 22, respectively. Furthermore, Applicants add new claims 23 and 
24 to capture the subject matter of allowable claims 13/11/5 and 15/11/5, respectively. 

Applicants respectfully submit that these amendments place the application in condition 
for immediate allowance with claims 2-4, 6-11, 12/6-10 and 13-24.
